Dear Companion and friends 

It is with pleasure that I tuke this present opportunity of writing 
to you for to inform you of my health and the health (of) our company 
in general. I am in good health at present and I hope that these few 
lines may find you enjoying the same health. Our company in general 
are enjoying good health at this time and we are all in fine spirits. 


I have received one letter from you since I came to this place and 


was a RE to hear from you and to hear that you was all well. I 
Mobi io etse to me as soon as you receive this and let me know how 
you are a getting along. I want you to take good care of your self 
and content your self until i can come home and then I think that I 
can content myself at home the ballance of my days. I cannot tel(1) 
but I think that we will all be at home in one year from the time we 
started. It is not páàssible that the war can last much longer for 
we have whip(p)ed the Mexicans 1n every attempt that we have made. 
We have made great progress through the enemies country since we have 
first come upon the Mexican soil. We have had several battles since 
we started through the enemies country. The first Battle we fought 
was at Huamantla(?) the second at Puebla the third at Attixco(?) the 
fourth at Tlascalla(?) the fifth at Matamorus and at each of these 
places we took a great number of prisoners, horses, mules and arms 
anà amdaunitions and several pieces of artillery. 
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Now I will inform you something of the Country and its inhabitants. 
It is a level sandy country between the mountains. There are mountains 
here that lies covered with snow during the season. As we MSH was on 
the Gulf of Mexico we seen a ifountain that was one hundred miles off. 
It is so high that it is always covered with snow and there are 
several Mountains that we can see from here that are so high that they 
are always covered with snow. The land is not very rich and fertile. 
It is very warm here. There was two mornings here that I saw ice as 
thick as window glass. Now I will inform you the price of, some things 
here. Corn is two dollars per bushel. Potatoes is two dollars per 
bushel. Turkeys are one dollar and one and a half a piece, Chickens 
are from twenty five to fifty cents a piece. 

The mexicans are very ingenuous in there building. They have 
the splendedest buildings here that I ever saw. There towns look 


splendid but very old. They are built old-fashoned. They all have

flat roofs. They are covered with brick;but the Mexicans have not 
sens(&) enough for to till their ground. They don't know how to plow 
nor how to work oxen and horses, They work yokes on there mules and 
in working oxen instead of haveing bows they tie the yoke to the oxen 
horns, You stated in your letter that father wanted me to bring him 
a Mexican saddle. Tell him that I will if it is possible that I can. 
l saw one here that eest one hundred and eighty dollars. 
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Give my respects to all of our relations and friends and tel them 
that I am well and would be glad for to see you all if 1t was possible 
but as that is impossible at this time I must content my self. The 
boys here sends there best wishes to the girls in that neighborhood. 
I will tell you slightly about .....(illegible) they pull up all their 
wheat and barley and stack in ricks and before they harvest they cut 
of(f) all of the roots. The fields looks green yet and the leaves 
on the shrubery is as green as they ever was in Eu... «osere. 
quarters. made a purpose for solgers. we have a pure fountain of water 
to our hands. You stated that if I found KXXEKX any fault to your letter 
to let you know i$. I have no fault to find of it nor as manny as you 
please to write. That letter that I sent was pretty smudged. I was 
EXAXXKX a little out of humor that day. I must fetch my letter to a 
close. I shéula be glad if you would 19094 littiemarter Hy thinks 
that I have out for when I come back I want to get along as fast as 
possible. I have saved most of my gold and silver. Send my best respects 
to all of my friends.

Sorry to have been so slow, but you can see 
from the enclosed what is taking a great deal 
of my time these days. 

The letters were most interesting and 
I plan to use them soon in a Sunday column. 
Was the writer, John Mason,and his wife 
related to you? Where is Christies Prairie 
in Clay County? This information would make 
the story more interesting.

Very truly yours, 
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Landon-Cochran, a gunsmith, was one of the early settlers 
of Terre Haute. He served in the Mexican War as captain of the 
Fort Harrison Guards, receiving his commission from Governor James 
Whitcomb in 1847, and receiving after the war a warrent for 160 acres 
of land in Iowa, signed by Millard Fillmore. His son, George, 
also a gunsmith of Terre Haute (shop on Fourth, near the Cincinnati 
House), likewise served in the Mexican war. This record of a Fort 
Harrison Guard serving in the Mexican War is interesting. It was 
the forerunner of the other Fort Harrison Guard which was first to 
volunteer from this county in 18601. 

Captain Phillip Kearney raised over thirty dragoons in 
and about Terre Haute . They were mounted on beautiful gray horses, 
bought in this vicinity. The rest of the company was raised at 
Rockville, Covington, and some in Illinois. 

The building occupied by the recruits for the Mexican 
War &s & barracks was & two-story frame building on the southeast 
corner of Main and Fourth street. The lieutenant would take his 
men down Main street to the open ground just back of the 
Congregational Church for drilling. 

The Fort Harrison Guards left Terre Haute for Fort Clark, 
on the Ohio River, to join the Fourth Regiment, Indiana Volunteers, 
June 5, 1847. They were given a free dinner at the hotels of the 
city, and departed for the place of rendevous in wagons voluntarily 


offered for their use by the farmers of the neighboring country.
